In spite of a new law recently 
becoming effective, recipients of 
old age pensions do not have to 
enter into agreements that they 
will not sell, transfer or encumber 
their properties, according to a 
ruling of Attorney General Earl 
Warren. 

San Bernardino county board of 
supervisors had taken a similar 
attitude in deciding on cases last 
week, 
attorney general’s ruling, the sup- 
ervisors will therefore not require 
pensioners in this county to make 
agreements.

Trees That Cause Accidents 


Officials in Upland and in most agricultural areas have 
shown a generous attitude in permitting property owners to 
maintain fruit trees on street rights-of-way within a few feet 
of the pavement. 

Oftentimes, this condition makes a hazard to traffic safety. 
At Sixth street and Vineyard'avenue, Ontario, for example, 
peach trees are maintained in such a condition that it is al- 
most impossible for motorists on one street to see approach- 
ing motorists on the intersecting street. 

This intersection is cited because it was there that C. C. 
Hamilton, prominent rancher of the district, was very crit- 
ieally injured in an automobile accident last week. 

The same situation prevails at many places throughout 
Upland and Ontario. Perhaps the best way the hazard can 
be removed is for the private property owners to voluntarily 
remove the trees that are near the intersections. Another 
way would be for the city councils to prohibit trees within a 
certain distance from the intersections. City officials have 
jurisdiction over the plantings at many ‘‘dangerous’’ inter- 
sections because they have permitted owners of the abutting 
property to maintain trees on the streét rights-of-way. | 

The growers benefitting in the use of publie property 
should be eager to take the lead in removing these traffic 
hazards at the intersections.

tistic designing, a new bug, a bym- 
nandrosoma aurantianum, has 
been practicing its calling in W.

Fourteenth street. As a result, 
My. Allen is displaying a half- 
grown grapefruit that is decorat- 
ed with white tracery in intricate 
design. 

Harry V. Cavers, hcrticulturist, 
classified the tiny insect, which in 
the language of the street is a 
species of miner. Apparently tun- 
neling just beneath the first film 
layer of the fruit skin, the insect 
traces its markings, not in any 
way injuring the fruit, yet tend- 
ing to lower its standard. 

The fruit miner is common in 
Brazil and other South American 
countries and is known in some 
parts of California. However, it 
is new to the Upland district. It 
is not considered a fruit pest of

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“There are many fine qualities 
inherent in the Mexican race,” ac- 
cording to Mrs. Stacy Haines, 937 
Campus avenue. Mexican families 
who live on and near Campus ave- 
nue have convinced Mrs. Haines 
that most Mexicans are good citi- 
zens. 

“One thing I have noticed es- 
pecially is that there is very lit- 
tle quarreling among Mexican 
children. I have known many 
white families where there was 
more friction than is _ evident 
among the Mexicans,” ‘she observ- 
ed. 

Another quality Mrs. Haines has 
noticed is the keen sense of fam- 
ily loyalty. This is reflected in the 
comment that a little Mexican girl 
made to Mrs. Haines. “You 
know,” said the dark-skinned girl, 
“Mexican families love their chil- 
dren very much.” 

PRIDE IN HOMES 

Mexicans possess as much pride 
in their home as white families, 
believes Mrs. Haines. “Of course, 
a Mexican family cannot pay the 
rent that other citizens can pay, 
because the income of Mexicans 
is small. Most of the Mexicans in 
the Upland colony are employed 
in fruit crops, and this is largely 
seasonal work. Few Mexican fam- 
ilies can pay more than $7 a 
month rent.” 

A short distance below the 
Haines home on Campus avenue is 
a garden, developed by a Mexi- 
can woman, which would be en- 
vied by any white woman. Many 
potted plants, including a number 
of large colorful coleus, make the 
porch of this place gay and home- 
like. 

“Mexican families do not bor- 
row the way a white family does 
as a rule,” says Mrs. Haines. “The 
only thing a Mexican has ever 
asked to borrow of us is a wrench 
or some similar tool, and this he 
always returns.” 

GENEROUS TRAITS 

Generosity is another trait evi- 
dent in this race. One evening a 
Mexican child was sitting on the 
porch of the Haines’ home, talk- 
ing to Mrs. Haines.
